Manuel Quezon 
Saranac Lake, N. Y., Aug. 1 - 


(/P)— Manuel Quezon, 65, exiled 
dapper president of the Philippine 
government, which he had headed 
since 1935, died today at a summer 
home here from tuberculosis.

his native Luzon in a
